A fter w aiting patiently for evidence 
to come in, and in the meantim e m ak­ 
ing investigations on its own account, 
the R egister feels justified in saying 
th at the orange and lemon growing 
sections of Orange county suffered 
less dam age from the phenomenally 
cold w eather of a few weeks ago than 
any other section of equal size any­ 
w here in the state. And what is more 
and b etter is that in quite large dis­ 
tricts, like Villa Park 
and 
Lemon 
H eights, none of the fruit is damaged 
at all. 
This can hardly be said of any 
other districts in Southern California. 
W hat does this m ean? 
lf it means 
anything fundam ental—and we think 
it does—it means that the orange and 
lemon growing sections of 
Orange 
county, by reason of their distance 
from the mountains and their near­ 
ness to the sea, are safer from frost 
dam age than any other large section 
w here citrus fruits are grown 
suc­ 
cessfully. 
This, of course, m akes the 
citrus lands in this county in general 
and in the most 
favored 
districts 
especially, more desirable and valua­ 
ble than any other citrus fruit lands. 
The lesson of this is that our citrus 
groves should be treated scientifically 
and carefully—that money should be 
spent upon them freely within judic­ 
ious l i m i t s , for cultivating, irrigating, 
pruning, fertilizing, fum igating, and in 
every way to the end of securing the 
ighest productiveness both in quan- 
and quality, 
uch expenditure of money should 
be supplem ented by expenditure of 
tim e and thought and experim entation. 
Poor trees should be replaced by good 
ones. 
Individual tree records should 
be kept, like dairymen and poultry- 
men keep of their cow’s and hens, in 
order that drones and barrens may be 
elim inated. 
E. A. Chase, of Riverside, one of 
the m ost successful nurserym en and 
orchardists in the 
state 
told 
the 
w riter not long ago that his individ­ 
ual tree record proved that on the 
average eighty per cent of the fruit 
was produced by twenty per cent of 
the trees in his orchards. 
As rapidly 
as possible he is replacing the poor 
producers with trees propagated from 
prolific bearers. 
The point we are trying to make is 
th at the orange and lemon lands of 
Orange county are entirely too valua­ 
ble to be cumbered with poor trees or 
abused by poor orchard methods.

Orange county, generally recogniz­ 
ed as an orange and lemon growing 
section, lead the fifty-eight counties 
of California in the 
production 
of 
walnuts, came second in the percent­ 
age of increase of value in farm prop­ 
erty in ten years, and by way of con­ 
trast to its agricultural and horticul­ 
tural accomplishments, ranked 
fifth 
in the production of petroleum, 
ac­ 
cording to figures for the year 191,0 
compiled by Secretary of State Frank 
C. Jordan for publication in the State 
Blue Book. 
To be exact, Secretary Jordan finds 
th at the county’s w alnut production 
for one year amounted tp 7,478,955 
pounds. 
Coming close on this was 
an orange product am ounting to 1,- 
247,905 boxes, which was 
exceeded 
only by three counties in the state. 
The farm property showed a value of 
$64,357,852, giving seventh rank, and 
this is an increase in ten years 
of 
$42,011,257, or ISS 
per 
cent. 
The 
petroleum product amounted to

044,001 
barrels. 
Then 
comes

county, ranking seventh 
among

sister counties in the value * of

crops, this value being $6,176,337.
